City Offers 
New Drunk 


Driver Law

City Council Monday passed 
unanimously a new ordinance to 
give Municipal Courts jurisdic- 
tion in trying drunk drivers ar- 
rested on Atlanta streets. 

Ald. Ed A. Gilliam, police com- 
mittee chairman, presented the 
measure to replace an old ordi- 
nance declared - ynconstitutional 
last spring. He said City Atty. 
Jack Savage is convinced the 
new measure will be held valid 
and that it can be enforced re- 
gardless of contentions by Sol. 
John I. Kelley of the Fulton 
Criminal Courts that his court 
has jurisdiction over such cases. 


DIFFERS SLIGHTLY 
The new’ proposal differs only 
slightly from the outlawed ordi- 
nance that made it an offense to 
be caught intoxicated under the 
wheel of an automobile. It makes 
it an offense to drive any motor 
driven vehicle while under the 
influence of intoxicants or drugs 
on any: street or alley in Atlanta. 
Municipal Court judges are au- 
thorized to assess fines up to $500 
or jail sentences up to 60 days 
on conviction. Either or both 
penalties may be invoked at the 
discretion of the trial judge. 
The old ordinance was ruled 
unconstitutional on the grounds 
that it was an attempt to circum- 
vent a similar state law. Savage 
declined to amplify on Gilliam’s 
statement that the city attorney 
bélieves he can sustain the new 
effort, saying “‘we will try it if 
we have to.’’ 
POINTS TO COLUMBUS 
Savage, however, pointed to en- 
forcement of a similar city ordi- 
nance in Columbus, which has not 
been attacked. 
Gilliam, long an advocate of 
giving Municipal Court judges 
authority to apply penalties for 
drunk driving, expressed the hope 
that the new measure will be 
effective. 
‘“‘We hope to be able to send 
violators to jail so that lawless 
and heedless drivers will know 
we mean business,’ Gilliam said. 
‘“‘We are convinced our enforce- 
ment will be more effective and 
will curb” drunk driving more 
effectively if offenders know they 
will get speedy trials and that 
punishment is certain if they are 
convicted. Of course, any defend- 
ant could appeal to higher courts 
if he is dissatisfied with the 
decision.”’

Budget Read justments 


Are Recommended 


In keeping with his “state of the 
state” address of last week, Gov. Her- 
man Talmadge’s budget message to the 
General Assembly was a recommenda- 
tion that Georgia keep, its expenses 
within its income. That is sound fi- 
nancial policy for any — pub- 
lie or private. 

As usual, the various. state depart- 
ments asked for more money than they 
are going to get. Budget requests for 


the 1953-1954 fisca} year amounted to. 


advanced training. We feel that an 
across-the-board raise for teachers 
‘should be included in the contingent 
fund, that extra appropriation which 
beeomes effective only if the state’s 
revenue rises to make it possible. 

Another striking omission in the 
governor’s proposal is that of added 
funds in public safety to make. possible 
an increase in the size and efficiency 
of the State Patrol. We urge the legis- 
lators to give this matter their earnest 
attention. ' 

The over-all Talmadge budget re- 


flects a careful study of the state’s fiscal : 


future. It reflects, too, the consensus 
of public opinion on government spend- 
ing, the feeling that the time has come 
when governments, too, should live 
pretty well within their income. : 
We are in full accord with that 
thinking and that objective as set forth 
by the governor. But we do recom- 
mend a trimming and reshuffling with- 
in the outline to make possible added 
funds for education and public safety.

Millican Proposals 
Should Be Adopted 


Fulton Sen. G. Everett Millican has 
introduced three megsures affecting 
state elections that deserve the hearty 
support of all legislators. Although the 
proposals might offend specific inter- 
ests, their fairness and justice cannot 
be denied. 

The Millican bills provide that elec- 
tion managers may not begin to count 
the votes in any election until the polls 
are closed; that newspapers of general 
circulation be permitted to publish sam- 
ple ballots as public information, and 
that all political party primaries be held 
on a single date, the date to be set 
by law. 

In the first instance, we are all too 
familiar with the business of election 
managers counting the ballots before 
the polls close. Somehow or other, the 
count is smuggled out usually in time 
for supporters of certain candidates or 
measures to beat the bushes for votes 
to swing it in their direction. This 
leads to obvious evils, buying of votes 
being not the least of them. 

Newspapers should be permitted to 
publish sample ballots in order that 
voters may know in advance for whom 
and what they are voting. 

Holding of all primaries on one day 
would simplify elections and make them 
less costly. At the same time, setting 
of primary dates by law would remove 
this power from the hands of state 
executive committees, where it now lies, 
thus lifting it from the realm of politi- 
cal expediency. 

These three measures would. make 
for fairer elections, eliminating some 
of the confusion and some of the oppor- 
tunities for fraud that now exist.

Yet, curiously 
enough, in the editorials praising President 
Truman and in the farewells of adulation 
from his own entourage it is the ‘‘achievee 
ments’’ in the foreign-policy field that are 
usually mentioned first as giving Mr. Tru- 
man a high place in history. If anyone de- 
serves a high place for them it is Dean 
Acheson, just as was being said 30 years 
ago about Charles Evans Hughes. 

'The singlehanded steering by Secretary 
Hughes of the famous naval limitation con- 
ference of 1921 comprising Britain, Japan 

and the United States was hailed through- 
out the world as a great step toward world 
peace. Likewise his leadership”i# , writing 
thé nine-power treaty which abolished the 
AngloJapanese: alliance was. widely ap- 
plauded. 

It is true that the subsequent Roosevelt 
administration did not become vigilant 
when the Japanese began building up their 
navy again and it is true that the Demo- 
cratic administration even as late as 1935 
when Japan had served notice of her in- 
tention to terminate the treaty was still 
talking in terms of reduced navies, but 
compliments about preventing war were as 
thick in 1921 as they are today over the 
Truman-Acheson claim that large-scale war 
has’ been avoided up to: now. 

It was Mr. Hughes who laid down the 
law to the Soviet Union and who insisted 
that they give up their subversive propa- 
ganda in the United States as a condition 
of recognition and he refused to give diplo- 
matic recognition to Moscow because he 
was distrustful of the Communists. He was 
reversed by the Roosevelt administration. 

So President Harding had his big mo- 
ments and international policies to which 
he could “‘point with pride.’’ But where is 
his place in history? It was made not by 
international but ‘domestic policy and in 
particular by' the Teapot Dome oil scandals. 

The word ‘“‘scandal’’ 
across the record of the Democratic ad- 
ministration of Harry Truman just as it has 
been written across the Republican admin- 
istration of Warren Harding. That’s the 
inexorable fate which befalls-men who play 
petty politics with presidential power and 
who are faithless to the public trust.

Howell Hollis of 
Columbus, a committee member, 
introduced the revised responsi- 
bility law proposal. 

The safety code was first intro- 
duced at the 1951 legislative ses- 


sion, but was defeated because of 
controversial features such as re- 
strictions upon truck weight loads. 
At the insistence of the Georgia 
Peace Officers’ Association, it 
was redrafted for the 1952 session, 
but was never introduced.

Five years ago, when black-haired Margaret Gillespie started 
teaching in Kirkwood elementary school’s kindergarten, she was 
probably the prettiest faculty member at the school. And no- 
body dreamed she would be part of a husband-and-wife teach- 
ing team that may be unique in Atlanta educational circles. 


Today Margaret and her hus- 
band, John Morrison, are both 
teachers at Kirkwood. ‘Miss 
Margaret”’ is still a kindly kin- 
dergarten teacher, while ‘Mr. 
John’’ leads a class of 37 fifth 
graders. 

Kirkwood Principal Elizabeth 
Silvey smiled happily as she 
told how the schoo! secured 
John Morrison’s teaching serv- 
ices. She said: : 

*“‘Last year he did his practice 
teaching in the Decatur schools. 
But on his holidays he’d come 
here to observe our teaching 
methods. I thought, then, that a 
teacher who’d spend his _holi- 
days in a school was sure to be 
a real educator. As soon as I 
learned he meant to apply for 
work in the Atlanta system, I 
hurried» to ear-mark him for 
Kirkwood. And we got him!”’ 

No, Miss Silvey doesn’t think 
the efficiency of either of these 
young teachers is impaired by 
their working in the same 
school. 

“On the contrary,” she said, 
“I believe working so closely 
makes them strive for even 
better results.’’ 

John Morrison has a young 


sister and two small cousins. 
He said: ° 

“‘Actually I’ve been a teacher 
all my life. Seeing a young 
mind unfold and begin to learn 
is the finest thing I know. I like 
dealing with young children.’’ 

Pretty Margaret Morrison 
rides herd this year on 166 
children in the kindergarten. 
She points out that she’s one of 
five teachers for this group, and 
the kindergarten operates on a 
split session. 

Homemaking for the Mor- 
risons is another case of werk- 
ing side by side. They occupy 
an apartment at 742 Cumber- 
land Circle, N. E., and their 
homework is divided in much 
the same manner as their pro- 
fessional lives. 

Both Morrisons achieved their 
early educations in Atlanta. 
John’s degree came from Em- 
ory, and both of them ‘study 
summers and at night in the 
Atlanta Division, University of 
Georgia. 

*‘When I was practice-teach- 
ing in the seventh grade, some- 
times the older girls might 
whistle at me. But, in the fifth 
grade, I find that for all I can 
tell the pupils haven’t noticed 
any difference,’’ John says.

NEW YORK, Jan. 19 (®—William 
Remington today repeated some 
of the testimony that led to the 
perjury indictment on which he is 
being tried—admitting college rad- 
icalism but denying Communist 
connections. 

The. 35-year-old former Com- 
merce Department economist, 
took the stand as his own first 
witness in the perjury trial. 
Remington was convicted once 
before on perjury charges growing 
out of grand jury testimony, but 
an appeals court threw out that 
conviction, saying the judge’s 
charge to the jury was defective. 


PERJURY CASE 


Then the government charged 
him with perjury during the first 
perjury trial. 

He is now accused of lying dur- 
ing that trial about Communist 
connections and in saying he never 
gave classified documents to Eliz- 
abeth Bentley, self-styled former 
Communist courier, 

Remington said today that in the 
past he had described himself as a 
Communist, but that he méant it 
only in a philosophical sense.

Remington then asserted that he
